the nation’s economy started to 
boom at the end of 1971, while 
inflation for the year was held to its 
smallest increase since 1967 
In two key economic reports, the 
Commerce Department said the 
Gross 
National 
Product 
(GNP) 
jumped 6 1 per cent in the last three 
months of the year, while the Labor 
Department reported the Consumer 
Price Index rose only 3 4 per cent 
during the year 
The administration predicted the 
economic 
improvement 
would 
continue during this election year 
Herbert Stein, chairman of the 
President's Council of Economic 
Advisers, told newsmen the GNP 
report was “ very encouraging." and 
that the December rise in retail 
prices had been expected as part of 
a “ bulge 
in the cost of living once 
the freeze was lifted 
Assistant Commerce Secretary 
Harold C. Passer said the figures 
were proof that the economy "has 
already shifted into a higher gear, 
and the prospects for strong real 
growth and moderating inflation in 
1972 are excellent.” 


The GNP. which measures the 
value of all goods and services 
produced, rose $19.5 billion between 
October 
and 
December 
to 
a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate of 
$1,073 bill ion. 


For the year, the GNP totaled 
$1,047 billion. $73 billion more than 
the 1970 figure but lar below the 
administration’s prediction a year 
ago of $1,065 billion 
The real GNP —the economy s 
growth minus the effect of inflation 
—rose 2 8 per cent during 1971 
Inflation added another 4 5 per cent 
to over all GNP growth during the 
year. 


Prices, as measured by the GNP 
“deflator . rose 15 per cent in the 
last quarter, the lowest rate of 
inflation since the third quarter of 
1965 For all of 1971. prices rose 4 5 
per cent against 5.5 per cent in 1970. 
according to GNP calculations.

Manila airport terminal 
destroyed by flash fire 


MANILA

flash

virtually destroyed the terminal of 
the Manila International Airport 
early Saturday causing explosions 
and forcing some people to jump 
from the building Saturday to save 
their lives 


Capt Claro Tagle. acting chief of 
the Pasay City fire department, said 
two persons, 
both 
employes of 
Philippine Airlines, were missing 
and feared trapped on the building’s 
burned out fourth floor 


Officials said at least six persons 
were hospitalized 
Tagle said the fire started at about 
3:30 a m (23:30 p m est) from an 
undetermined cause on the airport’s 
mezzanine 
Four hours later the four story 
building was a blackened concrete 
shell with its steel window frames 
sagging and glass broken 
Although 
the 
blaze 
had 
been 
contained, scattered fires could be 
seen in more than four places in the 
huge building 
The fire had been so intense that 
entire floors were burned through 
UPI 
correspondent 
Patrick J 
Killen reported from the scene that 
he could see from the street in front 


of the terminal completely through 
to the airport’s tarmak

Mayor Scott’s political dilemma

Lompoc Mayor Art Scott Jr., will decide early next week if not over 
the weekend whether to seek reelection to the City Council 
In a telephone conversation with the Record last night he said he had 
a number of business and personal situations to resolve. “ I'll make a 
decision by the first of the week,” he said. “ I won’t run down to the 
wire before deciding 
His wording, “down to the wire” referred to 
the approaching deadline of Feb 3 for filing. “ How many days do I 
have yet9’ he asked. When told that there were 12 days counting 
yesterday he said he thought there were only 10 Filing closes at noon 
on Feb 3 
He said he might make up his mind todav or Sunday “ It wouldn’t be 
fair to others who might want to run if I wait too long to make mv 
intentions known,” Scott said. 
One of the questions he said was uppermost in his considerations is 
that of the time a city councilman must spend on city business. “ You 
know when you have a family to consider, ’ and his voice trailed off 
Scott is serving his first four year term in office and his second as 
mayor As a real estate businessman, Scott has offices in Lompoc, 
Santa Maria and V andenberg Village He has made no bones about the 


strain posed by the business and political responsibilities 
But Scott is believed to have more on his mind at the moment than 
his extensive business interests and the question of filing for the City 
Council He has told friends he’d like to run for the Fourth District 
Supervisor’s seat held by Francis H, Beattie Sr 
Recently he 
reportedly told a friend he'd like to run for the job and it would be* 
easier if Beattie decided not to seek reelect ion 
Beattie has not yet committed himself, although friends close to the 
man say he’s bound to run Some months ago. he told this reporter he 
wanted “one more term in office.” 
Scott is reputed to have a longstanding interest in seeking the county 
office. The story gained greater credence following a December party 
he attended at iieattie’s home on Fir Avenue. Beattie, himself came 
away from the party saying Scott had told some of the party guests he 
planned to run for supervisor 
There are those who say Scott’s chances lor either the supervisor's 
post or that of City Council would be enhanced if NASA decided soon to 
assign the Space Shuttle program to California and especially so if 
Vandenberg Air Force Base were to get the launch aspects of the 
billion dollar program 
Scott has been a powerful factor on the Calilorma Space Shuttle 


Task Force It was he who argued in favor of a bipartisan effort with 
other state interests rather than a sectional approach that might be 
misinterpreted in Washington 
Scott’s interest in the two offices poses an almost insurmountable 
problem timewise 
He must file for the City Council by Feb 3 for the April 11 municipal 
election Filing for the post of supervisor begins Feb 29, and ends on 
March 29 Conceivably he could file for both offices, but if he did he'd 
have to commit himself finally at least by the March 29 deadline. 
Under those circumstances the public would know virtually on the eve 
of the City Council election, which falls on April 11 that Scott really 
wanted the supervisor's job There are about two weeks between 
March 29 and April 11 — time enough tor his City Council opponents to 
make political hay out of his dual attempt at public office 
Despite all these potent speculations, one observer of the local scene 
says ik*ott will run for the City Council and pass up the supervisor’s 
race this time 
Still Scott, in the prime of his political and professional efforts, has 
to look into the mirror these days and see therein a good bet for the 
City Council race and at least calculated gamble for the supervisor’s 
race Mirror, mirror on the w all. . .

sound social engineering, 
leading to the developent of 
positive impressions of each 
other between children of 
the two races.

But amidst all these fuzzy 
uncertainties, 
one 
truth 
stands out in stark illumin­ 
ation:

Bradley is 
sustained. Virginians will 
not be the only Americans

There were, at last count,

U.S. 
Cities — 
Washington. DC., Atlanta. 
Ga . Newark N.J. and Gary.

— 
with 
black 
majorities and seven others 
were more than 40 percent 
black 
Suits 
similar to 
Bradley are pending in half 
a dozen cities and others 
unquestionably will be filed 
Most of these suits, quite 
naturally, will be in parts of 
the country where the most 
segregation persists. And 
that — according to figures 
released last week by the 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare — 
means not the South, but the 
rest of the country 
According to HEW, only 
9 2 percent of the South's 
290,390 Nego students are 
attending all-black schools; 
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11.2 percent of the North 
and W'est’s 325,874 black 
students 
attend 
such 
schools. In the District of 
Columbia and six border 
states, the percentage is 
24.2 
Almost 
44 
percent 
of 
Southern black pupils attend 
predominantly 
white 
schools; the figure is 28 
percent for the North and 
the West and 30 percent for 
border states 
In the past, non-Southern 
segregation 
has 
been 
tolerated 
by 
the 
courts 
because it was de facto 
(arising 
from 
housing 
patterns) rather than a relic 
of 
the 
de jure 
system 
authorized by state laws. 
But 
Bradley 
blurs 
that 
distinction and decries both 
types of separation 
De 
facto 
segregation 
became characteristic of 
many Northern cities when 
Southern blacks flooded into 
them in the years after 
World War II. This was 
matched 
by 
a 
related 
movement of whites out of 
the cities which in recent 
years has become a flood: 
Between 
1960 
and 
1970, 
Detroit lost 29 percent of its 
white population 
In 
part, 
the 
latter 
movement 
unquestionably 
was related to school inte­ 
gration 
But there were 
many other factors such as 
changing 
life-stvles 
(the 
penchant for informality, 
the 
proliferation 
of 
the 
automobile» and the desire 
for personal security 
Now 
the 
manifold 
problems of the inner city 
are to be in part exported to 
the suburbs as urban school 
districts are consolidated 
i if Bradley stands * with 
contiguous county districts 
to 
achieve 
a 
“ lighter" 
racial mix in public schools 
It might reasonably be 
expected that this will stem 
white flight, but this is not 
necessarily so. particularly 
since most of the whites 
who are going already have 
gone While there is a limit 
to how far a man can live 
from his job. the application 
of the Merhige decision to 
many cities could simply 
depress 
suburban 
land 
values and boom those in 
the exurbs farther from the 
urban 
core 
and 
its 
consolidated school district 
Most parents, white or 
black, would prefer their 
children to have a good 
education at a neighborhood 
school If a good education 
can be had only by time- 
consuming busing, they w ill 
accept that 
But no good 
parent of any color, if he has 
an option, is going to see his 
child 
bused 
out 
of 
his 
neighborhood to a school 
which is inferior 


There is. of course, an 
alternative for those who do 
not want to move to the 
exurbs and are reasonably 
affluent 
They can do as 
Judge Merhige does: His 
son, 
Mark, 
attends 
Collegiate School, a private 
school in Henrico County.

“Jesus 
Christ. 
Superstar” 
and 
“ Godspell” 
s e e m 
to 
prove that the story of the 
spiritual is not only preva­ 
lent, but highly profitable. 


Musical 
v e r s i o n s 
of 
Christ’s life have been done 
for centuries 
in 
passions, 
oratorios 
and 
masses 
by 
symphonic giants like Bach 
and Handel and Stravinsky, 
but seldom has the story of 
Christ been brought to the 
secular stage in such human 
form. The difference is that 
Jesus Christ comes alive as 
a 
man 
in 
contemporary 
term s through the popular 
musical idiom. 
The initial shock that ac­ 
companied the claims that 
the plays were sacrilegious, 
in bad taste and aiding a 
counterculture religion has 
been transformed into ac­ 
ceptance. Despite the theo­ 
logical quarrels, the shows 
remain full of life, joyous, 
but 
reverent. 
And 
Jesus 
Christ is brought to the audi­ 
ence as a figure who can 
still appeal to 20th-century 
man. 
“Jesus Christ, Superstar” 
was the beginning of a resur­ 
gence of religions feeling. 
The producers, The Robert 
Stigwood Group, had no ex­ 
ample 
to 
f o l l o w . 
Peter 
Brown. Stigwood president, 
says that the “ negotiations 
for Superstar’ began before 
this Jesus thing came into 
existence It was before the 
popularization 
of 
religious 
works. There w asn’t a no­ 
ticeable trend at the time, 
so it was a risky thing. But 
that’s what business is all 
about Accepting ‘Superstar’ 
was a calculated business 
decision.” 
While the people at Stig­ 
wood are looking at the show 
for what it was intended, a 
successful business venture, 
religious groups were taking 
it as a statement on religion. 
“ The record was imm ediate­ 
ly accepted,” says Brown 
“ Even 
the 
Vatican 
radio 
played 
it 
with 
approval 
“Thousands of requests from 
churches to perform Super- 
sta r’ poured in, particularly 
around the Easter period.” 
One of the most impressive 
requests was from the arch­ 
bishop of Washington, D C., 
who sought 
permission 
to 
discuss “ Superstar” in his 
sermon 
on 
Good 
Friday. 
When Andrew Llovd Webber, 
the composer, and Tim Rice. 


the lyricist, were in New 
York, one of the churches 
was putting the show on, so 
they went 
Not bad for a 
church,” was their only re­ 
action. 
For 
many 
in 
the 
clergy, “ Superstar” has been 
a good way of breaking down 
overly devout barriers which 
tended to separate t h e m 
from 
their 
congregations 
especially young people 
The 
off-Broadway 
‘ God- 
spell” has Jesus dressed as 
a clown with red nose, w ear­ 
ing red suspenders over a 
superman shirt, brightly col­ 
ored 
pants 
and 
sneakers 
The description sounds sac- 


ulegiou.v but it is a loving 
portrayal ol 
Christ. John* 
Michael 
Tebelak. 
the 
23- 
vear-old director, says. “ 1 
would like to revitalize peo­ 
ple's interest m religion. I 
want to bring more celebra­ 
tion into religion."

prise Tebleck. “ It is a com ­ 
edy.” he says, “ but there is 
no time in the show where 
we mock Christ or make 
him less than he is.” 


Neither production, “ Jesus 
Christ, Superstar” nor “ God- 
spell" 
has a 
resurrection. 
Both end with Christ’s death 
on the cross. Some people 
claim that through the vis­ 
uals of Tom O’Horgan, the 
director, an implication of a 
projection or “ rising” comes 
about in “ Superstar ” Teb­ 
leck explains that “ it's not 
so important that he rose 
from the tomb, but the en­ 
durance of what he said be­ 
fore his death and why peo­ 
ple are still drawn to him. 
The action of the resurrec­ 
tion i.s less impprtant than 
the m eaning.” 


Both Christs return for a 
curtain call. But more im­ 
portantly. both plays have 
served to resurrect an im­ 
age of Christ for today.

Free gloves but build 
your own stadium: 
that's Cuban baseball 


FOSTER CITY, Calif (UPI > —Seven umpires work world series baseball 
games in Cuba and admission to all games is free. 
Those were a couple of the observations made by Philadelphia Phils 
manager Frank Lucchesi after returning from a four-day visit to Cuba He 
was the first m ajor league manager from America to make a goodwill visit 
to the island nation since Fidel Castro took over 
“ Sports, led by baseball, are the biggest thing in Cuba outside the 
governm ent,’’ said Lucchesi upon his return Thursday “ To me. sports 
seemed like their whole life 
He said he saw only three baseball games while he was in Cuba and he 
rated the caliber of play on a level with Class A or AA in the United States 
Regarding the equipment used by Cuban baseballers. Lucchesi said wood 
for the bats is imported from Russia and Spain and they are as good as 
American bats. The baseballs are made of cowhide instead of horsehide 
although the stitching was superior, and the gloves were inferior but 
probably better than those made in Japan 
The big league manager called the umpiring in Cuba “ pretty good 
"One game I saw .’’ he said, “ the umpire working balls and strikes was 
good enough to work in our big leagues th ey use the standard four umpires 
to a game but in their world series < amateur I they used seven umps a game 
with the seventh guy working behind the center fielder 
“ I found out there is no admission to baseball games and that equipment 
is given to players free of charge 
Lucchesi visited three baseball plants in Cuba and rated them better than 
most One park in particular, he said, was “ better than at least five or six in 
the major leagues ’ 
This same park, he added, was expanded to 50.000 seats in recent years 
with all the work being done to enlarge it on 
tree basis by just average 
fans. 
“They told me people would come to the park and put in a few hours of 
work after their regular day’s work was done If that’s true, it’s really 
something That kind of enthusiasm is hard to beat 
Lucchesi did not meet Castro, though, because the Cuban leader was out 
of the country at the time
